CLOSING ITS

A REFUGE for at-risk youngsters 
will shut its doors this week - 
leaving at least one vulnerable 
resident living in a tent. 

Occasio House in Harlow closes 
tomorrow having previously 
housed more than 100 young 
people who had nowhere else to 
go. 

And Harlow Councillor Mike 
Danvers said he was aware of one 
former tenant who had been 
forced to live in a tent as they had 
no other alternative. 

Housing Association East 
Thames, which operates the Occa¬ 
sio House foyer, informed resid¬ 
ents of the closure 
in March and a 
spokeswo¬ 
man said it 
would work 
with anyone 
displaced. 

Cllr Dan¬ 
vers said: 

“It’s a life¬ 
line because 
many of 
them have 
been referred 
there by social 
services 


are vulnerable youngsters. 

“1 know of one resident ai 
without going in to too much 
detail they are now living in 
a tent.” 

He added: “Occasio 
House was provided and built 
with public money and it is 
quite immoral for this import¬ 
ant facility to be closed.

Earlier this year Essex 
County Council withdrew 
£180,000 in funding from ■

which Mr Danvers said was

Post Office is on the 
move to WH Smiths 

Public consultation to continue into November on change

PROPOSALS to move Harlow’s main 
post office have been unveiled. 

The sites current location in Stone 
Cross would be vacated, with the Post 
Office moving into the nearby WHS- 
mith’s - around 350m away in Broad 
Walk. 

The move would mean an extra four 
and a half hours of service every week 
and the possibility of Sunday open¬ 
ing. 

Roger Gale, the general manager of 
the Post Office Crown Network, said: 
“We are committed to keeping our 
services on the high street which we 
know is hugely important to people. 
This proposal means we can continue 
to do that, into the future. 

“Customers will be offered the same 
range of services, with the exception 
of the digital application service for 


the Home Office, and Sunday open¬ 
ing.” 

He added: “We have to adapt so that 
we can maintain our presence on high 
streets and in the heart of communit¬ 
ies, which we are determined to do.” 

A consultation is open now and 
closes on Wednesday, November 2, 
before the proposed move in February 
next year. 

Speaking to service users near the 
Post Office the Star found mixed opin¬ 
ions. 

Massive 

Lewis Bower, 33, of Saffron Walden, 
said: “It is the most disproportion¬ 
ately large Post Office 1 have ever seen. 
It’s massive, so why not move?” 

Paul Soady, 39, of Little Parndon, 
said: “It’s moving with the times and 1 
would not miss it. It’s usually full of 
older people. 

“This end of town has been for¬ 
gotten, nothing has been done here for 


20 years apart from the flower pots.” 

James Sherwin, 36, of Park Court, 
Harlow, said: “This is becoming a for¬ 
gotten end to the town. (The move) 
depends on how it will impact on 
services. If it is just a counter with one 
person serving, it would be a bit rub¬ 
bish.” 

Isabella Doig, 69, of Church Langley, 
Harlow, said: “There is no space in 
Smith’s. The Post Office is so busy at 
the moment anyway. Last time 1 had to 
wait ten minutes to be served. 

“Couldn’t they move it into one of 
the empty shops we have, maybe 
Marks and Spencer?” 

And Steve Goldberg, 66, of New Hall, 
Harlow, said: “People of my age will 
miss it. There will be longer queues 
and Smith’s will not have the facil¬ 
ities.” 

Councillor Tony Durcan, Harlow 
Council’s regeneration representat¬ 
ive, said he would be seeking reas¬ 
surances the move would not impact 


on services. 

He said: “This could be a win-win 
situation for both the Post Office and 
WH Smith and could secure the long 
term viability of both which are a key 
part of the town centre’s future and 
past.” 

He added: “We have several small 
retailers who sit alongside the current 
Post Office and we need to ensure 
these small local business don't suffer 
as a result of this proposed move. 

“We know through talking to res¬ 
idents during the summer that a 
vibrant Market Square is important 
so we will also be looking at what we 
can do for this area of the town in the 
coming months.”

Celebrities back fund for a girl’s brain tumour operation

CELEBRITIES have joined the cam¬ 
paign to find a cure for the brain 
tumour putting a Harlow girl’s life at 
risk. 

Kaleigh Lau, six, was diagnosed 
with diffuse intrinsic pontine glioma 
(DIPG) in April. 

The inoperable tumour grows in 
the middle area of the brainstem and 
there is no effective treatment or 
known cure in the world - with 99 per 
cent of sufferers killed by it. 

Kaleigh, who attends Harlow 
Chinese School, completed the recom¬ 
mended 30 sessions of radiotherapy in 
June which reduced the tumour, but 
the family said it’s only a matter of 
time before it begins to grow again. 

Parents Scott and Yang face a race 
against time as they strive to collect 
100,000 signatures on a petition before 
December 3 calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to fund more research into 
DIPG. 

Boost 

The petition has attracted 15,000 
signatures, but now needs 800 every 
day until the deadline if they are to be 
successful in bringing a debate to 
Parliament. 

To give the campaign a boost, 
friends and family are pulling out the 
stops to get celebrities on board, with 
Olympic athlete Mo Farah, popstar 
Oily Murs and BBC News reporter 
Louisa Preston recording short mes¬ 
sages urging more people to sign the 
petition. 

Dad Mr Lau, 40, said: “This is a tall 
ask, but if we continue doing 
everything we can, at least we have 
tried.” 

A social media nomination chal¬ 


lenge also urges supporters to film 
themselves completing 40 squats, nine 
sit-ups and one diamond press-up - 
representing 40 diagnoses each year, 
nine months between diagnosis and 
expected death and one per cent sur¬ 
vival rate. 

And while £78,000 has been raised 
and donated to the family to help fund 
treatment and days out, the family are 
just as keen for research charities 
such as Funding Neuro and Abbie’s 
Army to be supported to do their vital 
work. 

Mr Lau said: “The truth of the 
matter is I don’t know how much 
money we need for treatment. We are 


discussing treatment, but nothing is 
on the table at the moment. 

“I am not expecting people to pay 
out their hard earned money, but if I 
could do it myself, I would. 

“The main thing is to find a cure. If 
they do not find a cure, it’s all mean¬ 
ingless. 

“That’s why I’m asking people who 
take part in the nomination challenge 
to support those charities funding 
research. 

“We are so grateful for all the sup¬ 
port we are getting. We would not be 
able to do all of this ourselves. We are 
just grateful people are recognising 
how important this is. 


“We are trying to do as much as we 
can to help the DIPG community 
before we get into the reality of what’s 
in front of us and that’s my daughter’s 
treatment. We are staying strong. We 
have to believe there’s a miracle.” 

Common symptoms of DIPG are 
persistent headaches, blurred vision, 
vomiting, co-ordination problems, 
behaviour changes, fits or seizures 
and abnormal head position.

council’s cabinet member for housing Dick Madden 
that the closure would not take place until the new 
year. 

A spokeswoman for East Thames said the facility 
was “no longer sustainable in its current form” and 
a support team was meeting with residents and 
would help with their accommodation needs. 


She added: “As part of these meetings we had 
informed residents that they would soon be receiv¬ 
ing formal possession orders, however we had made 
clear that we did not require residents to move out 
on the date stated, nor do we require them to pay 
any court costs. 

“Unfortunately the possession orders received by 
residents used a standard legal format which states 


that recipients may be responsible for costs, so our 
team have again been speaking with residents 
directly to reassure them that this is not the case, 
and that they do not need to move out imme¬ 
diately.” 

Essex County Council was approached for com¬ 
ment but was not able to respond before the Star 
went to press.

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Crime update 
at police meet 

Just 30 residents there to ask questions

JUST 30 residents took the oppor¬ 
tunity to question the Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
about issues affecting their lives 
in Harlow. 

Roger Hirst, right, visited the 
town last week along with District 
Commander Alan Ray to host a 
public meeting led by the county’s 
PCC. 

The meeting, at Latton Bush 
Centre, in Southern Way, was an 
opportunity for residents to ask 
questions directly of the PCC and 
have their say on crime in Har¬ 
low. 

An extensive briefing docu¬ 
ment available online outlined 
the top three causes for concern 
in the town were antisocial beha¬ 
viour, street drinkers and unau¬ 
thorised encampments. 

Jan Klimkowski, assistant dir¬ 
ector for communication and 
engagement for the PCC, said 
while the turnout was fine, he 
feared residents may be a little 
talked out about crime since the 
murder of Arkadiusz Jozwik in 
the town. 

He said: “Of course, we want as 
many people as possible to come 
to these meetings, but essentially 


this is about giving an opportun¬ 
ity for people to have the con¬ 
versations and raise awareness of 
the issues which really matter to 
them. 

“It’s about the quality of the 
conversations rather than the 
quantity. 

“In fact, at this meeting it 
meant all 30 of those people got the 
chance to have their say. 

“There’s also a sense in Harlow, 
with the recent tragic events 
there, that some people feel a bit of 
fatigue about talking about these 
things.” 

The PCC regularly holds public 
meetings at the county’s 14 dis¬ 


tricts to give residents the oppor¬ 
tunity to report back on what they 
feel is going well or not so well in 
their communities. 

One of the things discussed at 
the Harlow meeting was the new 
antisocial behaviour action plan 
put together by the district com¬ 
mander and the Safer Harlow 
Partnership to address some of 
the issues residents have repor¬ 
ted. 

Mr Klimkowski said: “These 
meetings are an ideal way for the 
police to understand what mat¬ 
ters to local residents and for res¬ 
idents to find out what the police 
are doing to address it.”

Shock at theft of pony from shelter 


THE owner of an animal 
sanctuary has spoken of her 
shock after a miniature Shetland 
pony was stolen from its centre 
in Roydon. 

Members of the public have 
helped to trace and return the 
pony - named Yogi - but 
Redwings Horse Sanctuary has 
appealed for anyone with any 
information to come forward. 

The four-year-old appaloosa, 
who is just six hands (two foot) 
high, went missing from 


Redwings’ Ada Cole Centre on 
Friday morning. 

There was no sign of damage 
or tampering to the gates or 
fences to his field, so it is 
suspected the pony had been 
lifted over. 

There was, however, evidence 
of damage to the site’s exterior 
perimeter fencing, and electric 
tape and battery packs had been 
moved. 

Yogi was safely located a few 
miles away, close to a local 


primary school, wearing a head 
collar taken from the Redwings 
site. 

He will now undergo a period 
of quarantine before being 
reunited with his group, but 
seems to be ok. 

Redwings’ chief executive, 
Lynn Cutress, said staff were 
“devastated”.

UNDER-FUNDING of the NHS 
has been blamed for hundreds of 
cancelled operations at hospitals 
in Hertfordshire and Essex. 

Last year, the Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital in Harlow can¬ 
celled 1,198 operations with three 
days notice or less - and 259 on the 
day. 

Of these cancellations, 468 were 
rescheduled for reasons including 
administrative errors, bed and 
staff shortages and equipment 
failures. 


Margaret Fisher, health spokes¬ 
woman for the Liberal Democrats on 
Essex County Council, blamed suc¬ 
cessive governments for not provid¬ 
ing enough money for health. 

“The NHS is terribly under¬ 
funded,” she said. 

Training 

“Successive governments have 
not put enough money into cre¬ 
ating training places for nurses 
and that leads to staff shortages. 

“I believe I’m right in saying 
agency nurses cost an awful lot 
more.” 

She added: “Successive govern¬ 


ments over the years, it’s not just 
the Conservatives, have not 
provided enough money for 
healthcare. 

“If you compare the investment 
in health across Europe, we are 
bottom.” 

Of the cancelled operations at 
Princess Alexandra, the vast 
majority were rescheduled within 
28 days. 

The operating trust did not 
comment on the figures. 

The North and East Hertford¬ 
shire NHS Trust, which runs 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage, did 
not provide figures on cancella¬ 


tions that did not take place on the 
day of admission. 

But a spokesman said: “Oper¬ 
ations get cancelled at short 
notice for many reasons, from the 
patient changing their mind 
about having the procedure or 
becoming unwell and not being fit 
clinically to undergo surgery, 
through to beds not being avail¬ 
able or the surgeon having to can¬ 
cel due to illness. 

“Whatever the cause, our staff 
track every single patient affected 
in this way and work to get their 
operation rebooked as quickly as 
possible - they never simply

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Tree mysteriously taken 
from my brother’s grave 

Former teacher shocked 
when he visited cemetery

A MAN’S picturesque memoriam 
to a brother he never knew has 
been tarnished in mysterious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

John Connolly, 51, of Home 
Close, Harlow, battled to find the 
resting place of his unnamed sib¬ 
ling, who was born asleep in 1963 
and buried at Parndon Wood 
Crematorium after being taken by 
a priest, as is Catholic tradition. 

After Mr Connolly’s family 
found the burial spot in 2001 at the 
cemetery in Parndon Wood Road, 
Harlow, they installed a stone 
which was sheltered by a small 
tree, creating a pleasant atmo¬ 
sphere. 

However, the former English 
teacher was in for a shock when 
he visited to pay his respects earli¬ 
er this month and found the tree 
had gone, without any explan¬ 
ation. 

Mr Connolly, whose two sisters 
also visit the site regularly, said: 
“It was awful, it is now completely 
barren and there were flowers 
strewn all over the ground. 

“There was no consultation. It 
looks like a professional job as it 


would be a very neat act of van¬ 
dalism. The tree had been there 
for years.” 

Mr Connolly, a father of seven, 
approached Parndon Wood man¬ 
agement, but strangely there was 
no explanation to be had. 

“They were apologetic and they 
said it makes no sense,” he con¬ 
tinued. “They really did not know 
it had happened. 

“It’s sad that people do not show 
respect. Somebody has made the 
decision to remove the tree and 1 
cannot see why. 

“They have not respected the 
feelings of people who have an 
emotional attachment to the 
area. 

“Whatever next?” 

Welcome 

A spokesman from Parndon 
Wood said management would 
not have removed trees unless 
branches were encroaching on 
grave stones. 

If this was the case he said 
effort would have been made to 
inform residents about the 
change, and that Mr Connolly 
would be welcome to discuss the 
issue with them. 

The spokesman said: “We 


always try out best to help people. 
We have had nothing but positive 
feedback since we took over the 
site from the council.” 

Mr Connolly’s said his family 
often enjoy regularly enjoy a pic¬ 


nic in the crematorium. 

He will continue to visit but 
admits things may not be the 
same again. 

“There is not a lot we can do 
now,” he added. 


“1 wanted them to explain why 
but they cannot. We will see what 
we can do to brighten it up. We 
have had picnics here before and 
we will continue to do so, it’s just 
tainted now.”

Goodbye to Arek

A FAMILY unwillingly caught 
in the middle of a media storm 
marked the death of a kind 
and caring man. 

Polish national Arkadiusz 
Jozwik was buried at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium, 
Harlow, on Friday after he 
died on August 29, two days 
after he was attacked along¬ 
side two friends. 

His death sparked an inter¬ 
national discussion about 
post-Brexit Britain after 
Essex Police announced one 
line of murder investigation 
is that the attack at The Stow, 
Harlow, was a hate crime. 

But the funeral set aside 
any wider context and cel¬ 
ebrated the life of Mr Jozwik, 


a family man and proud Pole 
who died at the age of 40. 

Father Bogdan Kot, a town 
Christian leader, addressed 
mourners in English and his 
native Polish with a message 
that faith and love overcome 
grief and hatred. 

He said: “We are here 
because we want to show our 
respects and share our Chris¬ 
tian faith. 

Pathetic 

“When death has taken 
someone close to you, you 
pray. It is pathetic to go to a 
funeral and not see anybody 
pray.” 

“We ask why this man had 
to die,” he added. “Evil things 
occur because of bad will, or 
stupidity or because of 
fatigue. God will bring good 


from everything if we let 
him. 

“I want him to bring good 
from this senseless attack.” 

Town chaplain Robert Find¬ 
lay attended the ceremony 
after leading a silent march 
this month, but friends and 
family members were keen 
for the funeral not to become a 
political event. 

Mr Jozwik’s friend Eric 
Hind took the microphone 
and said Arek, as he was 
known, was born on January 
10,1976 and was brought up in 
small town Tomaszow 
Mazowiecki. 

Following encouragement 
from his brother Radek, Mr 
Jozwik moved to the town in 
2012 and worked at Riverway 
Foods, River Way, Harlow. 

Mr Hind, 33, of Harlow, who 


was chosen to speak on behalf 
of the family, said in Polish 
before translating: “Thank 
you for joining us here today. 

“Arek was a wonderful man 
and an even better friend. We 
both loved the same video 
games, were addicted to the 
same television shows and 
football. 

“He is one of the few people 
I have known who really actu¬ 
ally cared. He was a true 
friend and he was the man 
who would always be there. 

“I could not believe he had 
died.” 

He continued: “This is not 
the time to grieve his death 
but celebrate his life. 

“Don’t forget Arek. He 
never wanted to make anyone 
cry, he wanted to make every¬ 
one happy.” 



The service concluded with a 
worship song in Polish and the 
reading of the Lord’s Prayer. 

Six teenagers were arrested 
by Essex Police as part of a 
murder investigation, but all 
were released on bail.

Pokemon stop! Drivers 
told don't play at wheel 


POKEMON Go has been 
entertaining thousands of 
people since launching this 
summer - and has provided 
children with health and social 
benefits, too. 

However, American 
researchers have warned 
gamers to not use the app 
while driving. It sounds 
obvious, but findings 
suggested a surprising number 
of people are doing just that. 
Jama Internal Medicine, a US 
medical journal, has monitored 
tweets people have posted 


about Pokemon Go. 
Researchers counted the 
number of posts that 
suggested an incident where 
the game had influenced 
driving. 

In some cases, people would 
openly admit to playing the 
game on the road while others 
wrote about close calls or even 
crashes they had witnessed. 

In just ten days of searching. 
Jama recorded 110,000 cases. 
In Tokushima, Japan, a woman 
was killed after crashing her 
car due to playing Pokemon, 


while another 14 drivers 
crashed because of the game 
in July. 

An author of the report wrote: 
“Pokemon Go is a new 
distraction for drivers and 
pedestrians, and safety 
messages are scarce.” 

Niantic, the makers of 
Pokemon Go, has stressed the 
game should not be played 
whilst driving. 

When phones detect the game 
is being played at speed the 
player is asked to confirm they 
are a passenger.

NHS patients in Harlow are turn¬ 
ing to a new Trip Advisor-type sys¬ 
tem to review services. 

The modern way of leaving 
feedback has been adopted by the 
NHS in Essex, enabling residents 
to review health and care ser¬ 
vices. 

Healthwatch Essex has 
launched the Feedback Centre, 
which gives residents the oppor¬ 
tunity to leave reviews for hos¬ 
pitals, hospices, emergency care 
services, pharmacies, opticians, 
dentists, care homes, home care 
services, GPs, mental health ser¬ 
vices and community and volun¬ 
tary services. 

Residents in Harlow have 
already taken the opportunity to 
leave their thoughts. 

One anonymous visitor gave 
the Derwent Centre at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital one out of five 
stars, concluding: “Terrible - 1 
was treated like a criminal”, 
while the hospital also gained a 
three-star and five-star reviews 
with comments including 
“generally good, a few problems” 


and “staff were excellent”. 

The Hamilton Practice, in Bush 
Fair, has also attracted a review, 
with four stars and comments 
praising the “lovely, helpful recep¬ 
tion staff”, but criticising the 
“inflexible appointments sys¬ 
tem”. 

The Feedback Centre not only 
gives a voice to service users, but 
it enables those services to have a 
right to reply. 

While there was a concern the 
service may be used to batter ser¬ 
vices, the average star rating is 3.9 
out of five and the site is being 
used to give praise, too.

Tom Nutt, Healthwatch Essex 
chief executive, said: “We capture 
a lot of lived experience through 
our engagement and research 
activities and this is the latest way 
in which we give people a voice. 

“We recognised that websites 
like TripAdvisor are incredibly 
popular and represent a much 
more modern way of allowing 
people to share their experiences, 
exercise choice and provide feed¬ 
back.

VAUXHALL 
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Reforms could change 
our political landscape 


The Conservative Government is looking to shed 50 constituencies

AN ELECTORAL boundary reform has 
the potential to change the political land¬ 
scape in Harlow by widening the con¬ 
stituency. 

The Conservative Government is in 
favour of shedding 50 seats nationally, 
which would mean constituencies would 
grow and the number of voters in each 
region brought in line. 

Top Tories claim the move, which is now 
under public consultation, will save 
money and be fairer, but critics argue it 
will effectively ruin Labour’s chances of 
victory by taking away their safe seats. 

Robert Halfon’s region would grow to 
include Moreton, North Weald Bassett, 
Chipping Ongar and Fyfield, traditionally 
areas in the Epping Forest or Brentwood 
and Ongar patch. 

Safe 

These constituencies are Tory safe 
seats, and with Harlow often a knife-edge 
count, the boundary change has the poten¬ 
tial to significantly impact the election. 

The Conservative MR for Harlow said: 
“The purpose of the boundary review is to 
cut the cost of politics for Harlow tax¬ 
payers by reducing the number of MPs 
from 650 to 600. 

“It will ensure fairer voting with every 
constituency having roughly the same 
amount of voters. 

“The new proposals are important but 
what really matters is, not so much the 
boundaries, but that 1 am able to work 



hard for my constituents. 

“There may be further changes when 
the final proposals are confirmed and 1 
welcome the views of local residents on 
this.” 

But Labour councillor Lanie Shears 
said: “1 do not believe they have been done 
to save money. 1 believe it is to ensure we 
have a Tory Government forever. 


“1 believe we should keep them or look at 
them again to make sure they are fair” 

Final proposals will not be made and 
agreed until 2018, and only then will they 
need to be passed through Parliament. 

The policy was drawn up using numbers 
based on the electoral register as it stood on 
December 1, 2015. 

Mr Shears criticised this decision as she

feels the decision of where to draw the 
constituency boundaries should be based 
on population, rather than the electoral 
roll, to account for voters who are yet to sign 
up. 

She added: “It’s not as democratic as it 
should be as people have slipped off the 
register. It has given us a false number and 
it should be based on population.”

Lee Gates (George Clooney), gregarious host of a network television 
show that surveys the movers and shakers in the financial market, 
prepares to interview Diane Lester (Caitriona Balfe), chief 
communications officer of IBIS Global Capital, whose complex trading 
algorithm glitched overnight and lost investors 800 million dollars. 

No sooner has Lee delivered his opening monologue than a labourer, 
Kyle Budwell (Jack C’Connell), who has just lost his entire life savings in 
the IBIS crash, storms the set brandishing a gun. Cameras continue to 
roll as Lee dons an explosives vest and Kyle threatens to detonate 
unless IBIS CEC Walt Camby (Dominic West) can explain how their 
system was compromised. 

As viewing figures soar, programme producer Patty Fenn (Julia 
Roberts) tries to defuse the stand-off, aided by her producer-at-large, 
Ron Sprecher (Christopher Denham), and cameraman Lenny (Lenny 
Venito).

Gripping account 

of disaster on the 
'well from hell' 

Deepwater Horizon

n April 20, 2010, an explosion 
on the oil drilling rig 
Deepwater Horizon, located in 
the Gulf of Mexico, resulted in 
the deaths of 11 platform 

workers. 

When the structure eventually sank, 
oil continued to gush from the sea floor 
for almost three months. 

Pivotal moments from this harrowing 
real-life disaster are recreated with 
testosterone-fuelled swagger by director 
Peter Berg in the action-packed thriller 
Deepwater Horizon. 

Based on a newspaper article about the 
platform’s final heart-stopping hours, the 
film reunites Berg with leading man 
Mark Wahiberg after their successful 
collaboration on wartime drama Lone 
Survivor. 

The sense of dread that pervades early 
scenes - the calm before the digitally 
enhanced storm - is palpable. 

Scriptwriters Matthew Michael 
Carnahan and Matthew Sand hastily 
sketch characters so we have emotional 
ties to several rig workers before the 
initial devastating blast. 

Wahiberg looks stoic in the face of 
certain death, flexing his muscles as an 
action-packed second half demonstrates 
Berg’s brio behind the camera. 

Co-star Kurt Russell has excellent form 
with on-screen pyrotechnics - he 
valiantly battled the raging inferno of 
Backdraft back in 1991 - and forges a 
pleasing onscreen partnership here. 

Engineer Mike Williams (Wahiberg) 
kisses his beautiful wife Felicia (Kate 
Hudson) goodbye before he boards a 
helicopter to the BP-owned and operated 
drilling platform Deepwater Horizon 
located approximately 40 miles off the 
coast of Louisiana. 

Other passengers include installation 
manager Jimmy Harrell (Kurt Russell) 
and third mate Andrea Fleytas (Gina 
Rodriguez). 

“This is the well from hell, girl,” a 
co-worker tells Andrea, half joking. 

Once they land, Jimmy becomes 
concerned that BP officials, including 
well site leader Donald Vidrine (John 
Malkovich), have not carried out 
sufficient checks to ensure the drill is 
operating safely. 

Jimmy orders a test, which brings 
back concerning yet inconclusive results 
and reluctantly he gives the go ahead to 
continue drilling. 

Crew members including Jason 
Anderson (Ethan Suplee) and Caleb 
Holloway (Dylan O’Brien) attempt to 
make up for lost time, but a massive

blowout tears through the 121-metre long 
rig. 

Survivors of the initial blast race 
against time to lower lifeboats into the 
water before flames engulf the entire 
structure. 

Deepwater Horizon captures the chaos 
of that fateful day, and the courage of 
men and women who risked their lives to 
save friends and coworkers from the rig’s 
twisted metal. 

During some of the big set pieces, it’s 
hard to discern one figure from another 
in the smoke and flames, and frenetic 


camerawork could induce motion 
sickness especially in the IMAX format. 

The surprisingly brisk running time 
doesn’t allow for huge amounts of 
character development before the special 
effects department takes over, but our 
heartstrings are certainly plucked when 
key characters die in the inferno. 

A heartfelt tribute to the lost crew over 
the end credits brings the film to a 
sombre close.

Delicious food 
for every day 


Food may be trendy, but Diana Henry believes we'd all be happier in the 
kitchen if we remembered cooking is a life skill, not a hobby. She tells 
Ella Walker about the inspiration behind her 10th cookbook... 


E TUCK ourselves 
into a nook in an 
overcrowded cafe, 
the coffee machine 
belching wildly, and 
compare states of 
bedraggledness - Diana Henry’s 
had a late night; my hair has 
frizzed in the rain. 

But despite this - and the fact 
we’re wedged in this fogged up 
cafe because the original venue, 
Henry’s Kitchen, is being 
hurriedly redecorated thanks to 
a leak just days before the 
launch party of her new book. 
Simple - she’s on great form. 

“It’s nonsense that people 
can’t cook, complete nonsense,” 
the award-winning food writer 
practically shouts. “If you like 
eating stitff and you know a few 
things, like how long it takes to 
roast a chicken, or how to put a 
tray of red peppers in the oven, 
you could make really good 
stuff.” 

Her tenth recipe collection. 
Simple, makes that process even 
easier. 

Building on her fourth book. 
Cook Simple (which was “never 
as big as 1 wanted it to be”), it’s 
divided into clear sections, 
including chicken, fish and eggs 
(the building blocks of 
mealtimes, as Henry sees them), 
and provides a slew of 
straightforward ways to cook 
and eat them. 

“I’m a food writer and 1 still 
think, ‘What can 1 do with 
chops? What can 1 do with that 
salmon fillet? What can 1 do with 
pasta?’ And 1 think most people 
think about their weekday meals 
like that,” says Henry, explaining 
her approach. “When 1 worked in 
telly, 1 used to come home on the 
Tube and keep a notebook which 
had lists in it: ‘Chicken thighs - 
what you can do with them; 
salmon fillets - what you can do 
with them’, and 1 just kept 
adding to that.” 

While the Northern 
Ireland-born journalist started 
out in TV, making music and 
arts programmes and 
human-interest documentaries, 
as well as TV Dinners with Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, Henry, 

52, switched to food writing 
when she had her first child. 

“1 was a massively keen cook, 
had him, and 1 was just 
knackered! He cried all the time 
so 1 always had to carry him 
around,” she remembers. 

For some time, her first book 
was even going to be called 
Cooking From The Hip, as it was 
about cooking with one hand 
“because you had a baby in the 
other”. 

That baby just turned 18, but 
Henry still has “as much trouble 
as anyone else getting a meal on 
the table on a Wednesday night”, 
so Simple is a way of solving that 
problem.

In all her writing, she 
recognises that many find food - 
and wrangling it into an edible 
state - a chore, often stressful, 
or see cooking as a realm 
reserved purely for obsessed 
foodies. 

“People see cooking as a 
hobby. It’s not a hobby - it’s a 
non-negotiable life skill,” she 
says matter-of-factly noting that 
between poor cookery classes at 
school and an ongoing national 
obesity crisis, we’re struggling 
with a mindset that needs 
rattling. 

“1 want people to love food and 
care about it, but at the same 
time, 1 want them to not think 
about it at all - just let it go. 
We’ve become really 
over-anxious about it,” she 
muses. “Food’s about 
wonderfulness and poetry and 
memory and joyfulness - but it’s 
very easy to lose that.” 

She’s much more interested in 
what home cooks do than what 
chefs are doing, and you can find 
lots of recipes she’s borrowed 
from friends in Simple. 

“When you swap recipes, you 
have a connection. Food is about 
connecting, and 1 do like the 
process of cooking; 1 like dealing 
with olive oil and fish and 
cutting lemons,” Henry explains. 
“That’s another reason why 1 
think we should cook every day, 
there’s a real, small, sensual 
pleasure in it - it’s those 
small things that make a better 
life.” 


Ten books in, Henry is still 
planning another four ahead in 
her mind (“I’m a workaholic”), 
with no sign of slowing. 

“I’m 52 now - someone 
suggested that it was about time 
1 hung up my spurs. 1 thought, 
‘You’ve got to be kidding!’ 

“1 started doing this at 35, it 
was my second career, and I’ve 
hardly begun!” she says with a 
grin. “I’m not nearly finished.” 

Want to cook Simple too? Try 
this Diana Henry recipe... 


Pork Loin With 
Pumpkin Puree and 
Pecorino 

SERVES 8 
Ingredients 

For the pork: 

2 kg boneless pork loin, skin off 

6 garlic cloves, sliced 

3tsp fennel seeds 

Itsp chilli flakes 

4tbsp olive oil 

Salt and pepper 

For the puree: 

1 .2kg butternut squash or 
well-flavoured pumpkin 

Olive oil 

Freshly grated nutmeg 
lOOg mascarpone 
Pecorino cheese, shaved 
Salt and pepper 
Squeeze of lemon juice 
Method 

Lay the pork on a board, flesh 
side up, and make incisions all 
over it with a sharp knife. Push 
slivers of garlic into the incisions. 
Crush the fennel and chilli in a 
mortar and pestle, add the olive 
oil, season and rub this all over 
the flesh, pushing bits down 
inside the slits. Put in a dish, 
cover and put in the fridge 
overnight, then return it to room 
temperature before cooking. 

Preheat the oven to 
220C/425F/gas mark 7. Roll the 
loin and tie at intervals with 
kitchen string (not too tight; it 
should hold its shape, not look 
like a sausage). Cook for 25 
minutes. Reduce the oven 
temperature to 180C/350F/gas 
mark 4 and cook for one hour, 
basting now and then. 

Cut the squash into wedges and 
remove the seeds. Put the 
wedges into a roasting tin, drizzle 
with olive oil, season and bake 
alongside the pork until 
completely tender, about 40 
minutes. 

Check the pork for doneness; the 
juices should run clear with no 
trace of pink when pierced. 

Cover with foil, insulate (I use tea 
towels) and allow to rest for 15 
minutes. 

Discard the skin from the squash. 
Puree with plenty of seasoning, 
nutmeg and the mascarpone. 
Gently heat, then scrape into a 
warm dish and top with pecorino 
shavings. Serve with the pork.

I f you are in the market for a 
luxury SUV you are 
certainly spoiled for choice 
these days. One of the most 
striking cars in the sector is 
the Lexus RX 450h which 
combines futuristic styling with 
the Japanese company’s hybrid 
technology. 

There is certainly no 
mistaking the big Lexus for 
anything else thanks to its bold 
styling. 

The current fourth generation 
model arrived late last year and 
is considerably larger than the 
previous RX giving it an even 
stronger road presence. 

Its huge bold grille dominates 
the nose along with large 
L-shaped LED headlights, 
arrowhead fog lights and a 
creased bonnet. 


In profile the ‘origami’ styling, 
with plenty of creases and 
interesting shapes, sets the RX 
apart from of its rivals. 
Blacked-out C-pillars provide a 
floating roof effect and LED 
taillights wrap around into the 
side of the car, while huge 
20-inch alloys add even more 
drama. 

The 450h is powered by a 
combination of a 3.5-litre V6 
turbo-petrol engine, two electric 
motors linked to a high voltage 
battery and a CVT automatic 
transmission. 

As a result the RX is good for 
124mph and has a sprint time of 
7.7 seconds to reach 62mph. It 
delivers its power silently when 
in electric mode and it is just as 
quiet when the silky petrol 
engine takes over.

Town sitting menacingly on edge of play-off spots

DANNY CHAPMAN was 
delighted his Harlow side are just 
two points off the Ryman Premier 
play-off spots as October 
approaches.

“Sonko was my man of the 
match against Needham.

“He dominated their forwards 
and he sort of dominated us in 
respect of the way we played, 
because he was always on the 
front foot and it just lifted every¬ 
one and gives everyone that little 
bit of confidence, you can see why 
he’s played at a higher level. 

“But you don’t want to pick just 


one player after a performance 
like that, you have to give massive 
credit to all the players because 
the performance on Saturday 
could have affected them. 

“i said to them before Tuesday’s 
game that this will go one of two 
ways. We’re either going to per¬ 
form the way we did on Saturday 
and then you could think there is 
a real problem, or you can go and 
do what they did and then it’s a 
one-off. 

“Deep down i knew it was a one- 
off game Saturday, but to get the 
reaction we did and to dominate a 
team that have been doing really 
well of late is massively pleasing. 

“We’d definitely have taken this 
start back in August. We set 
ourselves goals in the summer 
and then we look at them again at 
Christmas and see where we’re at 
and the goals adjust accordingly. 

“If you’d said to me at the start 
that we’d be eighth and just a 
couple of points off the play-offs 
then I’d have taken your hand 
off” 



Pope: ‘Cut 
out the silly 
comments to 
the referee’ 

DESPITE finishing two of their 
last four games with just nine 
men on the pitch, Harlow Town 
skipper Craig Pope isn’t worried 
about his side’s discipline on the 
pitch. 

Lawrence Yiga and Bamba 
Ngamb were the latest to be sent 
off on Saturday and the five 
yellow cards they picked up 
against Needham Market on 
Tuesday evening will see the 
club fined £250.

“We were all very 
embarrassed in the changing 
room and didn’t need to be told, 
everyone knew that they’d let 
themselves down. 

“But we were excellent against 
Needham, every single 
individual did their job on the 
pitch and we never gave them a 
chance. 

“it’s disappointing not to keep 
a clean sheet but it was a freak 
goal, Hughesy [David Hughes] 
had no chance really. 

“We want a play-off position 
and if we show the same work 
rate and desire as we did on 
Tuesday night in every game, 
then we are more than capable of 
doing that. 

“Belief is starting to creep into 
the group, we’ve had to adapt to 
a new league where the margins 
for error are smaller but like i 
said earlier, it’s a team that 
wants to do well.” 

And Pope was also enjoying 
playing at Ryman Premier level 
again: “i spent many years when 
i was younger playing at this 
level and higher. 

“it’s a different challenge 
when you’re a bit older though, 
you have to work harder but you 
always want to challenge 
yourself at the highest level so 
I’m really enjoying it.”
